Till: STORY OF A TVOMAN WHO WAS MORE 


THAN A CENTENARIAN. 


Sarah Jaques email, widow of John 


Small, of Bowdoinhain, died in that place 
July 12, at the remarkable age of nearly 
one hundred and live yeafs. She was born 
in Bowdoln, KDV. 19,1782. She was the 
oldest of live children and the only daugh- 
ter, and nherited a strong and vigorous 
constitution and good mental faculties. 
Srfe gained from instruction at home and 
such school opportunities as there were a 
good education for the time. 
She studied 


geography when there were but thirteen 
original States. She was seven years old 
when Washington was first inaugurated, 
and ' when asked who was President of 
these United States would answer ''George 
Washington." She walked Into the 19th 
centuiy hand in hand with her young hus- 
band at eighteen years of age. Her oldest 
daughter (eighty-five years), present at 
the funeral, was born ere her mother was 
twenty years old. THe' oldest son, two 
years younger, also present and living on 
the old homestead, has lived under the 
same|roof eighty-two years. Two other 
children, a daughter and a son, aged re- 
spectively eighty and seventy-eight years, 
were also present. 
The oldest grand- 


daughter was there, fifty-nine years. The 
oldest great-grand-daughtcr 
(forty-two 


years) and the oldest great-great-grand- 
child (if living) would be eighteen. 


Mrs. Small was the mother of nine chil- 


dren, eight of whom grew to old nge; five 
are now 1 ving, the youngest seventy-four 
years, and a large number of descendants 
are scattered from Maine to California. 
Her life was contemporary with all the 
great events and discoveries of modern 
times which have benefited the world, 
blic was Hfty years old before railroads. 
She kept house forty years before the first 
•steamship crossed the Dccan. 
She lived 


more than half a century before cook.stoves 
came into use, or sewing machines were 
invented. 
She lighted the fires for many 


years with the flint and steel, before the 
friction match was known. She made all 
tho cloth for dowestlc use. The loom and 
the spinning wheel stand there to-day. 
When well into the nineties she spun over

to be cut in any weather, and after it is 
stored, the. weather canmt affect it, and 
many are of the opinion that it is not set- 
tled that the practice of ensilage has any 
other advantage than this. In calculating 
a ration, the farmer mtst reckon fifty 
pounds of the canned green feed against 
twenty of the dry. His compact storage 
is no advantage over one who has barn 
room enough. He may biing up from his 
pita little less ash by analysis, a little less- 
woody fibre than' he pitches down from 
the scaffold, ,but there is nc more difference 
between the early and late cut corn, than 
there is be tween the early Lnd late cul} hav; 
while the difference in the nutritive values 
of the respective cuttings is in the grass. 
With the dry corn cut f.s finely as the 
green, it Is eaten as closelj, while for that 


pay to run the dry through 'the cutter. 
Tor a relish, or as a constituent of a ra.? 
tion, no doubt the green, scored with its so- 
called "fine vinous flavor," is a|luscious bit 
for the stall-fed beast, bat it gets that 
fine vinous flavor from fe-mentation, and 
some cases have indicate] a danger of 
tranferring that fermentation to the stom- 
ach of the animal.

A VrONDKRrOL ENGINEERING WORK- OF 


NATURE IN VIRGINIA. 


Xear the little village of Big Stone Gap, 


in Wise county, Va., where Pennsylvania 
and Boston capitalists have been planning 
for ten years to build the great iron city 
of the country, there is the natural tunnel 
through the beautiful Clinch mountains, a 
natural engineering work startling in the 
boldness with which it suggests the irre- 
sistible power of nature. The mountains 
at this point dwindle almost to hi.lls, writes 
a Philadelphia Press correspondent, the 
height of the ridge being only about 600 or 
700 feet. There is no "gap" lor miles, and 
tlie mountain is a solid mass of marble, 
almost as hard as granite. Tbe approaches 
to the tunnel are through canyons whose 
perpendicular walls tower straight up as' 
white as snow. From the ground one can 
count many great stratas of marble, each 
layer unitedjto Uie other by something re- 
sembling a natural cement. Following the 
rock-strewn bed of this canyon we came 
plump upon the tunnel, with its great 
yawning black mouth and arched roof, as 
perfectly cut as If engineers had scooped 
it out by the intolerable labor of > human 
hands. The entrance Is 100 feet high, 120 
feet broad, and t^e tunnel Itself Is 939 feet 
in length. 
• From the month Inward the 


root gradually heightens for several hun- 
dred feet to the point wbere there Is a 
curve. Standing at the entrance and .look- 
ing inward one sees a magnificent chamber 
In which the auditorium of almost any 
great public building In this country would 
be Insignlilcnnt. 


The roof Is curved so sharply as to sug- 
gest a Gothic celling, and wondering scru- 
tiny reveals' to the' eye 'a vast auditorium 
like a music hall, that would hold 10.000 
people. It seems like a chamber cut Into 
the rock, the marble walls and root as 
smooth as If made With chisels. As we 
advanced into the depths, However, the 
rear of the chamber receded, the opening 
curving gracefully around a sharp corner 
on one side. As this corner was reached,

The Emperor of China. 


ft TOL'IHKUl. RULER OF THE .MANCIIOO 


EMPIRE. 


On Feb. 7, 1887 at nine o'clock in the 


morning, the youig monarch of that coun- 
try, just fifteen and_ one-half years old. 
was present at a |special ceremony in the 
great .ball of audience, where he received 
the homage of about four hundred of the 
princes, nobility ifnd officers of state, on 
his personally uidertaking, for the lirst 
time, the responsibility of the government, 
says a writer in the Contemporary y?n-;'rr 
for July. The Etppress Regent, last sura-^ 
mer, fixed this early time for the Emper- 
or's attaining his majority, under the im- 
pression that he had shown great dili- 
gence and made great progress in his stud- 
ies, and that the termination of difficulties 
with France affonied-a suitable opportuni- 
ty for her to resign to him the reins of 
power. Her decision caused great trepi- 
dation to the ministers. It seemed too 
soon. 
The empress' wisdom and experi- 


ence were still needed in the conduct of 
the government. A compromise was pro- 
posed and adopted, and, in consequence, 
the Emperor has assumed personal author-' 
ity, but the Empress assists still in the 
government as tie .Emperor's chief ad- 
viser,

The Tal-ho-tien, where the ceremony of 


installation took place, is the same .lofty 
hail in which the Emperor received the 
homage of his coprt on Mew Ycars's day 
iand on other special occasions. His per- 
sonal suite surround him at such times. 
Four secretaries stand on the right, hold- 
ing pencils and tablets to record what the 
Emperor may say. On each side there is 
a band of musicians, outside the hall door, 
on) the broad marble terrace which fronts 
it. The music is soft and low. Voices 
accompany sweet-tuned instruments, and 
the words chanted express congratulation. 
Loud sounds are. not permitted. Belo\v 
the Iterrace are arrayed the courtiers' ac- 
cording to rank, including on this occasion 
none but those of high grades; and beyond 
them, are more musicians. 
These last 


make louder sounds' than are permitted on 
the terrace. Beyond them, again, and out- 
side the palace gate, are assembled officers 
of the lower ranks, who there perform 
•their prostrations. 
It is not considered 


necessary for them to see the Emperor ;t it 
is enough to know that he is on the throae, 
and this fact the strains of the louder 
music heard in the distance announce to 
them. 


On this occasion the Marquis Tseng, 


who has become so well known and es- 
teemed in Europe for his ability and diplo- 
matic success, was placed high among the 
near 'and the favored. To render the new 
Emperor's title valid in all respects, all 
was done that could be dome at the time 
when he was selected. 
When it was felt 


that the late Emperor's illness was beyond 
cure, the grand cpuncil was called. This 
consists of princes, nobles, and 'he chief 
'members of the government. Four sons 
of Taukwang and uncles of the ast Em- 
peror were present. 
Eight hereditary 


princes, whose titles were given to their 
forefathers 250 years ago, at the conquest, 
Jor their services as generals and council- 
lors, were all there; so, also, were several 
of the second and|third class princes, with 
the cabinets and. the heads of the six 
boards. Though. the majority were Man- 
choos, a not inconsiderable number, and 
these very influential persons, were Chi- 
nese. The question of the succession was 
considered in all its bearings. The Em- 
peror was too ill tjo make a will, but a will 
might be made- for him, and it might bo 
read to him and his consent obtained. 
This was done. The Empress-dowager 
named Tsaitien, spa of the seventh prince;, 
her younger sister's firstborn. The dying 
Emperor is said to have given his consent. 
The document fixing the succession, ap- 
proved by the Enperor, but-npt written1 
with the vermillion pencil, was read to the 
council. All the members of the council 
signed a document by which they signified 
their recognition ot the new Emperor. 


When this had been done the nintli 


prince went in his chair to bring his little' 
nephew, which he did, carrying him upon 
his knee. 
The Emperor will not now be 


able to recollect what took place that 
night, for he1 was but tbree~and one-half 
years old. It was a very cold night in 
January. His father's residence was in 
the southwest of the Tartar city, fully two 
and one-half mihs from the palace. 
It 


was late at night. The little fellow would 
be warmly wrapped in sables, the-favorite 
winter attire of the rich Manchoos in Pe- 
kln. 
He was conveyed by the ninth 


prince, because he is younger than the 
seventh prince, and for some inscrutable 
reason was on that accounj^dmisstble at 
the seventh prince's residence, when the 
elder brothers, the ninth and sixth princes, 
, would not have been. 
He was taken *t 


once to the imperial apartments known as 
the Yang-hsin-tien (the Hall for Nourish- 
ing Heart), where the two dowager Em- 
presses were in waiting to receive him. 
There he has been ever since, occupying 
the same apartments In which seven Em^ 
p'erors before him have resided since the 
'beginning of the dynasty.
